The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis 
for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1- 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over USP 5403878; or USP 5418269; see abstract, claims. 

US-PAT-NO: 5403878 discloses a p olyc arbonate resin 
compositions suitable for optical uses and methods for their 
preparation are disclosed. The disclosed compositions are 
comprised of polycarbonate resins and . alpha . -olefin oligomers 
and exhibit good mold release and thermal stability while 
experiencing little discoloration or molecular weight reduction 
during molding. 

US-PAT-NO: 5418269 discloses an optical grade polycarbonate 
resin compositions and methods for their preparation are 
disclosed. The disclosed compositions are comprised of 
polycarbonate resins and esters of aliphatic carboxylic acids 
and alcohols and exhibit good mold release and thermal stability 
while experiencing, little discoloration during molding. 

Each of the references discloses a finishing polycarbonate produced by reaction in a 
melt of diaryl carbonate and a dihydric phenol in the presence of a basic catalyst to 
produce an intermediate polycarbonate composition prepared from the 
same components as claimed by applicants except for the particular amounts 
and parameters, i.e. amounts ppm as claimed . Note applicant(s) " comprising" is open 
language and does not exclude those additional moieties etc. 
disclosed herein. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to employ particular amounts 
and/or parameters as known in the art, since it is well-established that 
merely selecting proportions and ranges is not patentable absent a showing of 
criticality. In re Becket, 33 U.S.P.Q. 33 (C.C.PA 1937). In re Russell, 
439 F.2d 1228, 169 U.S.P.Q. 426 (C.C.P.A. 1971).
